Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 3-1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose all the combination of a thin film transistor 
structure recited in the base claims 3 and 10. Specifically, the combination of the 
structure comprising a pad auxiliary layer formed protruding a predetermined height 
under the data pads, wherein the pad auxiliary layer and the gate wiring are formed on 
the same surface (claim 3); or the combination of the structure comprising a protection 
layer covering the data wiring, and a pixel electrode connected to the drain electrodes 
through contact holes formed on the protection layer wherein portions of the protection 
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layer surrounding the data pads are completely removed to form a void surrounding 
each data pad (claim 10).
